He also ex- 
pressed a desire to purchase $3,000 in Mex- 
ican gold, which made his demand aggre- 
gate $27,000. Shortly after his departure 
from the bank it occured to Mr. Gross that 
this man might he the much wanted Bos- 
ton forger. lWhen lie appeared and was 
known under the name of Dewey 
the officers were put alter him, 
but for three days were nn- 
able to find them.

ARIZONA'S WEALTH. 



■ynopsls of tbe Beeovrt Be port of lbs 
Governor. 

WASHtaoTOH, Oct 17.— Governor Tritle, 
of Aritona, has submitted a report to tho 
Secretary of the Interior concerning the 
period of two fiscal years to June 30, 1883. 
lie states that there are now 75.000 people 
in the Territory with a taxable property 
of $20,000,000. He regards tbe causes 
that have heretofore operated to check 
the progress of the Territory m advance- 
ment-as well under control. He considers 
the country projierly adapted to cattle 
raising. The mineral resources of the 
Territory are rich, but comparatively un- 
developed. It is no unusual matter to 
have silver ore assay from $1,000 $5,000 to 
the ton. The production of gold and sil- 
ver was $9,208,287 ; the copper produc- 
tion was 15,000,000 pounds. The number 
of cattle in the Territory is about 280,000 
head, an increase of 300 per cent in the 
post three years. He speaks of tbe pres- 
ence of the Apache ludiaus as a constant 
menace to go.d order, a so urea of contin- 
ual apprehension, and a drawback to set- 
tlement He reuews previous suggestions 
contained in the messages of his predeces- 
sors respecting mvde I changes in the laws 
governing the Territory. 

WALL STREET EXCITED. 



The Meml Panle lu tbe Bow York 
Ntoek Market. 

ClncAfio, Oct. 17. — The demoralization 
in the New York stock market is creating 
great excitement ^here. The offices of 
Schwartz & Dupee, J. T. Lester A Co. and 
other large brokers are packed to the 
doors with excited throngs of speculators 
and investors watching the posting of 
quotations with apprehension. 

New York, Oct 17.— The stock mar- 
ket opened weak and tbe entire list was 
raided throughout the morning, causing 
an unusually sharp falling off in figures. 
At noon quotations showed a drop of 1 to 
13 per cent, but there was a subsequent 
recovery of 1 to 2 per cent on reports that 
a combination of capitalists had been 
formed to check the downward movements 
and to sustain values. At the time of 
writing the market was steady.
